To get into an igloo, you 
have to crawl into a tunnel 
from outside that’s dug lower 
than the igloo’s main platform. 


Since warm air rises, most of 
the cold air gets stuck in the entrance 
way. The rest of the igloo stays cozy. 


To let old air out, a small hole is cut 
in the top of the igloo. Snow houses 
also have “glass” windows made of 
clear, freshwater Ice.
